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Thousands of South Vietnam ese children like this 
little boy are in need of A m erican sponsorship. His 
parents were killed during a raid on their village

NEW YORK—(N E A I—For 
the past four years the small 
villages 
of 
Vietnam 
have 
been home for Mlle. Ghis­ 
laine 
de 
F i c q u e I m o n t. 


“ Gilly,” as she is affection­ 
ately* known to her friends 
and the p e o p l e she has 
helped, is director of the 
South Vietnam field office 
for Save the Children Fed­ 
eration. 
“Nothing in 
Vietnam 
is 


easy because nothing usual­ 
ly works,” she said. Gilly is 
here 
on 
a 
well-deserved 
leave of absence. 
“ I don’t know how. but 
everything eventually does 
get s o l v e d,” she added. 
"Either there’s no water or 
there’s no electricity. Or on 
a rare day when the w’ater 
and e l e c t r i c i t y are both 
available, the p i p e s are 
blocked. So we go to Saigon 
to get clean.” 
SCF is an 
international 
child welfare agencv head­ 
quartered in Norwalk, Conn. 
It helps families and com­ 
munities 
b o t h here 
and 
around the world by supply­ 
ing expert advice and money 
to be used in self-help pro­ 
jects lor rehabilitating the 
poor while permitting them 
to retain their dignity. The 
people do the work' them ­ 
selves and so can preserve 
a 
sense 
of 
independence. 
This is the kind of program 
that Mile, de Ficquelmont 
heads up for the many fam ­ 
ilies who are victims of the 
V ielnam war. And in doing 
things for others Gilly has 
had much experience. 
"My sister (who has been 
with her in Vietnam ) and I." 
she said, “are not scared of 
the Viet Cong. But we are 
afraid of cockroaches and 
rats. And big and little, we 
have whole familes of both. 
I kill with sprays, my sister 
with her shoe.” 
G i l l y ’ s b a c k g r o u n d 
e x p l a i n s why she is not 
afraid 
ol 
the 
Viet 
Cong. 
While serving in the militarv 
hospitals with the Red Cross 
in France during World War 
II, she also served in the 
French underground aiding 
British Air Force officers 
and crews to escape to Eng­ 
land. 
Among her many awards 
are the Medal of Liberation 
of Metz from the French 
government, the Medal of 
Bronze of the French Red 
Cross and the Certificate of 
Merit from the Allied Ex­ 


peditionary forces—none of 
which prepared her for com­ 
bat with roaches and rats. 
In South Vietnam Gilly has 
helped organize the reclam a­ 
tion of wasteland, draining 
of marshes, leveling of em ­ 
bankments, methods of ani­ 
mal husbandry, purchase of 
livestock, road construction 
and establishment of work­ 
shops and small businesses. 
She helps organize the pro­ 
jects. 
The community or 
village does the work. 
“ The Vietnam people are 
so o f t e n wrongfully criti­ 
cized,” she said. “We hear 
about corruption and it is 
often true in the larger cities 
oi villages. But the people 
ill the rural areas are won­ 
derful. They are interested 
in a better life for their chil­ 
dren. Probably more than 80 
per cent illiterate, they want 
to send t h e i r children to 
school. Every child doesn’t 
get a chance to go and the 
families who have children 
in school are proud.” 
It’s not a question of how 
much it costs to send a child 
to school but often the child 
is needed at h o m e while 
mom works or is at market. 
And markets are often very 
far from home. 
"What we are trying to do 
m Vietnam,” said* Mile, de 
Ficquelmont, “ is to attack 
the roots of poverty. ‘Why 
are you poor?’ we ask the 
villagers. ’What can be done 
about it?’ 
“ We don’t g i v e the an­ 
swers. 
They know the an­ 
swers. They tell us they are 
poor because the land is dry 
and they have no water or 
that the nearest market is 
so far that they must spend 
too 
much 
time on 
every 
small thing they do.” 
Often the rice has to be 
stored on the other side of 
the village and it takes 200 
to 300 people to carry it 
across the bridge. 
In the 
meantime nothing else gets 
done. 


M lle. G hislaine de Ficquelm ont, SCF D irector for 
South V ietnam , pays a visit to the chief of a small 
village where refugees are resettling and explains 
self-help plans to improve the daily fare. 


In the rural areas of Viet­ 
nam very few p e o p l e own 
rice paddy land. They have 
to rent this land, plus fertil­ 
izer and insecticides. SCF 
helps the poor to rent the 
land and they work it out 
from there themselves. The 
villagers who want to grow 
vegetables instead of cereal 
get agricultural advice. But 
again Gilly tells them, “ We 
will not do this work for 
you. but if we can help you 
solve your own problems, we 
will.” When, she maintains, 
the family becomes stable 
and self-supporting, dignity 
is preserved. And when they 
have finished the project, it 
is theirs. 
"I love my job,” Gilly said. 
“There is so much to do. But 
when I go into a village I 
say, ‘My friends, it is not 
up to me. It is up to you. 
What are you going to do?’ ” 
Mile, de Ficquelmont loves 
the village p e o p l e . “They 


want to work to help them ­ 
selves and their determ ina­ 
tion is awesome. I have seen 
the planting and equipment 
destroyed when the villages 
were raided. And with faith 
and hope the people start 
once more from scratch.” 
Gilly says New York is like 
her native Paris. “ You do 
not make close friends here. 
In Vietnam you do. 
“ When, during a com m un­ 
ity development meeting, we 
expressed 
our 
interest 
in 
helping the villagers 
rent 
paddy land, all the people 
cheered and one man stood 
up to say, ‘In the name of 
all of us, we heartily thank 
you. Do you know that this 
will mean an extra bowl of 
rice e v e r j 
<!cty in each 
home?’ 
“ Rice is everything there. 
And that response was re­ 
ward enough for m e.’’

What's going on? 


A single letter from the U. S Bureau of Reclamation 
last week has caused the development of fears that all 
may be lost as concerns the proposed Lompoc Narrows 
Dam and Reservoir project. 
E. F. Sullivan, acting regional director of the Bureau, 
on the basis of a yet formalized report from the U. S. 
Corps of Engineers, concludes that revised 
costs of 
providing flood control in the project now exceeds the re­ 
evaluated 
benefits and that consequently the multi­ 
purpose plan no longer can include flood control as one ol 
the functions. 
The community has a right to be perplexed concerning 
this blunt conclusion. Why was flood control a primary 
and extremely feasible factor in the Narrows Dam 
project prior to the devastating floods in 1969, and 
more so after, and now declared not feasible? 


Why, as late as May ol this year, does the chief 
representative oi the local Bureau of Reclamation office 
make a report to the community stating that despite 
changes in the feasibility study, the project still remains 
economically feasible? 
F. G. 
Macies. chief. Central 
Coast Development Field Branch, stated that on the 
basis ol ‘ preliminary information on the flood control 
réévaluation which we I eel can be used to provide you 
with a brief progress report on the economic 
réévaluation-' that the benefit cost ratio ol the multi­ 
purpose project would be about 1:34:1. 
W hat drastic revision has taken place in such a short 
period of time by the Corps of Engineers which 
substantially reduces this benefit cost ratio? 
On July 8. 1970. Thomas M 
Stetson, consulting 
engineer to the Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, presented a review of the flood control studies 
of the Santa Ynez River to his district board of directors. 
Following a personal review of the flood control studies 
in the Los Angeles office ol the Corps of Engineers,

Stetson reported to the district that the cost - benefit 
ratio for flood control, based on an allocation of 125,000 
acre feet in the Narrows Dam Project, would be 1.06:1. 
according to the Corps of Engineers. 
This personal review in the Corps of Engineers office 
was only a scant two months agol 
Literally thousands upon thousands of dollars have 
been spent on studies of the Santa Ynez River. The 
feasibility study for the Lompoc Narrows Dam Project 
alone totals more than a half - million dollars —• evern 
single cent provided for by taxpayers. 
It is only fair then that taxpayers have the right to 
clear the question of the utilization of the Santa Ynez 
River now, once and for all. This Valley and its people 
have the right to know why they cannot be protected 
from devastating floods because of unjustified feasibility 
when it appears logical that they must be protected. This 
county has the right to have the answer to why thousands 
upon thousands of acre feet of water are allowed to 
waste to the sea from the Santa Ynez River when the hue 
and cry of all water conservation leaders is to develop 
local water resources. 
The action of our City Council last week in making 
immediate contact with a water engineer consultant to 
ferret out the answers to the questions probed by the 
Bureau s letter is endorsed However, a course of action 
far greater is required. We would strongly urge that the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation District Board of 
Directors and the County Water Agency immediately 
direct their consultants to do likewise. 
Further, we 
would urge that a thorough probe of our dilemma be 
made by our elected U. S. 
Senators and our 
Congressman. 
The fiddling and fiddling of the utilization of the Santa 
Ynez River water has gone far enough. Too much time 
and money has been wasted It is time for strong words, 
strong action.

phase of the Safeguard anti-ballistic 
missile may prove in the long run 
more costly than a defeat. A victory 
for more billions for arms is in 
dramatic 
contrast

President's veto of money bills for 
education and housing. 
If wringing out the federal budget 
could have any effect on the spiral of 
rising prices 
it would be another matter. But 
there is little reason 
to believe that the 
size of the federal

tion.

out when the pressure becomes 
intolerable 
The chief Justice was appealing to 
states and municipalities to provide 
the funds for new prisons and 
reform schools. In locality alter 
locality, however, bond issues to 
provide such institutions have been 
voted down. With the hodgepodge ol 
state and local taxes prevailing 
almost every where’ and with rising 
levies on property to pay school 
cost s. the taxpayer is in no mood to 
add new burdens at the city and 
state level. And that is particularly 
true when he sees m the federal tax 
structure glaring inequities that 
enable many m the top brackets to 
pay tar les> than their share or 
escape federal taxation entirely. 
Mayor John V Lmdsav told the 
ABA that the Nixon administration 
has asked for less money for safe 
streets, juvenile delinquency and 
narcotic treatment than Congress 
had authorized He appealed to the 
lawyers to light for money to 
expand the courts and enlarge and

it be possible to check the anarchy 
of crime and violence. 
California not long ago rejected a 
$246 million bond issue for three new 
medical schools and the complex of 
hospitals and clinics that go with 
them. With retirement for age the 
numbers of doctors in the state is 
steadily declining, as the population 
rapidly increases and medical costs 
shoot skyward. Medical care for 
those who have been barely able to 
pay their own way and for the poor 
is steadily deteriorating. 
The lesson in every field is plain. 
As critics have pointed out, what the 
Nixon Administration proposes for 
the fight on pollution is pitifully 
inadequate. With the rhetoric of the 
Nixon 
message 
on 
ecology 
invisioning a disaster if swift action 
is not taken, the deed falls far short 
of the words. 


lhe most recent Gallup Poll 
showing the Nixon approval rating 
up six points was taken within the 
administration as a happv herald of 
the prospect for this November and 
far beyond. The biggest rise since 
the President took office, it created 
a kind of euphoria in the inner 
circle. It can be read as evidence 
that generous promises and solemn 
warnings are enough. 
The signs, tentative though they 
still are, indicate an upturn in the 
economy 
ending 
the 
year's 
downward slide. But at best it can 
be only a partial recovery with 
unemployment at 44 or 5 per cent. 
One-fourth of the nation will remain 
at the poverty level with all that this 
means in human loss and human 
degradation.

WASHINGTON (NEAi — Some 
time back this reporter walked in on 
a police school in northern Thailand. 
At 
the 
end 
of 
a 
ramshackle 
barracks, a group of embarrassed 
young police was being lectured in 
minute detail on the process of 
birth, 
complete 
with diagrams. 
They were being taught how they 
could, in an emergency, help deliver 
a baby. 
The 
men 
were 
young 
and 
fumbling. But they were trying. 
This was part of a 
series of courses 
and 
intense 
indoctrination 
aimed at teaching 
new 
Thai 
village 
, 
police 
that 
they * 
- 
were to be servants 
ol the people. They 
were to be kind and 
% 
helpful. They were 
to make friends. 
This was a major innovation in 
Thailand, 
where 
police 
had 
traditionally 
been hard — and 
frequently arrogant. It may take a 
decade to permeate the entire force 
with this service - to - the - people 
concept. 
For in Thailand, as in many 
countries around the world, police 
officers have in the past too often 
tended to look down upon the people. 
It was in part local hatred for the 
police 
that enabled 
Communist 
agents to expand their territories in 
northeast Thailand a hall dozen or 
so years back The improvement 
since that time has, in part, been 
due to an improvement in the 
“humanity” 
of 
the 
village 
policeman in some rural regions. 
The important thing to note here 
is that the new service concept has 
been, 
in 
some 
considerable 
measure, the result of aid and 
training given by American police 
advisers and instruction at the U.S. - 
operated 
international 
police 
academy in Washington, DC. (Also 
ol key importance: The willingness 
of the Thai government to try this 
experiment, i 
The United States now has several 
hundred police specialists helping in 
29 countries in Asia, Latin America 
and Africa. 
The formal training here and the 
advice 
given 
abroad 
cover 
a 
multitude 
of 
subjects 
from 
narcotics to police organization and 
from traffic techniques to riot 
control. But the real achievement of 
the American aid program in the 
police 
field 
is 
the 
philosophy 
exempli!led by the Thai police 
school mentioned above. 
A 
friend 
in 
Tokyo 
(not 
a 
policeman i says that in his opinion 
the 
greatest 
contrast 
between 
prewar and postwar Japan is in the 


cnanged attitude of the lawmen. 
From 
personal 
experience 
this 
reporter can attest to that change. 
Today 's Japanese patrolmen are not 
perfect. But they are a far cry from 
the martinets of the 1930s. 
That shift can be credited both to 
Japanese efforts and to the training 
given by American police officials 
assigned 
to 
Japan 
during 
the 
occupation. 
No one should fool themselves. A 
shift m police attitudes in any 
country is going to take time. It 
depends on the objectives of the 
government as well as on technical 
training. And governments cannot 
change overnight . 
But 
every 
American 
adviser 
stationed abroad is there at the 
invitation of the host government. 
And every police officer and police 
official sent here for study is sent 
officially by his government. 
As a result, they do listen. So 
there is, in one place and another, a 
slow development of a new concept 
ot humaneness in police work. 
This humaneness can be sold 
effectively for one basic reason. As 
any tirst - rate lawman knows, a 
policeman can only be effective if he 
has the co-operation of the citizenry. 
In those areas of the world where 
the populace has begun to hate the 
police, etleetive law and order is 
difficult indeed. This reporter has 
been in such areas. There the police 
live in little islands. They can, by 
the power ol their guns, move where 
they want. But they have little 
power to enforce the law. The 
knowledge that this is so helps make 
the American “ sc*rvice” argument 
effective even in some countries 
where police brutality has been a 
tradition. 
When senators and reporters talk 
of American failures abroad, they 
should note, too, that we have had 
some astounding successes.
